German White Book Presents. 
‘Captured’ Documents as Evidence 
British Planned to Seize Norway 


Purported Army Landing Instructions, Code

BERLIN, April 27 (AP).—In a,be taken to insure the secrecy of

Charges Norway Aided Plans. 

Von Ribbentrop, speaking in the 
new Chancellery, asserted Norway’s 
Government “aided and abetted” 
these plans for an Allied Scan- 
dinavian front from which Germany 
might be “destroyed.” 

“Sweden,” he said, “interpreted 
its declaration of neutrality very 
seriously indeed, and at no time 
did anything or let anything hap- 
pen which might not have been 
in accord with it.” 

Von Ribbentrop, unsmiling 
throughout his half-hour speech, 
was particularly vehement when 
he accused the Allies of misrepre- 
senting their true aims in Scandi- 
navia. 

Clenching his fist, he asserted 
that “the assurances of those in 
power in Britain and France (that 
they did not plan to send troops 
to Norway) are only lies and false- 
hoods.” 

Oslo Cabinet Denounced. 

He was equally bitter in his de- 
nunciation of the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment of Premier Johan Ny- 
gaardsvold. 

“In full consciousness,” he said, 
“it disregarded the vital interests 
of the Norwegians in order to aid 
the Western Powers in their plans 
for extension of the war.” 

Those plans, Von Ribbentrop as- 
serted, had been developing for 
months. “Since the beginning of| 
this year England and France have | 
tried with all their means to bring 
about a new scene’ for the war,” 
he said, ascribing these efforts to 
the Allies’ inability to win the war 
on the Western front or in Poland, 
und then the peace which eliminat- 
ed the Russian-Finish conflict as 
an excuse for widening the Euro- 
pean war. 

Quoting Norway’s Foreign Min- 
ister, Dr. Halvdan Koht, as saying 
that Norway should not take ang 
action “which might involve her 
in the war on the wrong side,” Von 
Ribbentrop said the only explana- 
tion for this was that “the Nor- 
wegian Government at that time 
(March) was from the very outset 
prepared not only to put up with 
British violation of her neutrality 
but even to join forces with Brit- 
ain.” 

Proclamation by Hitler. 


Hitler’s. proclamation also ac- 
cused the Nygaardsvold govern- 
ment, asserting that its diplomatic 
and military activity, had created a 
state of war between King 
Haakon’s kingdom and Germany. 
Previously Germany had held that 
the invasion starting April 9 was 
to protect Norway from a sifnilar 
step which Berlin accused the Al- 
lies of planning. 

Only yesterday the foreign press 
had been told that no state of war 
existed with Norway. A _ decree 
legalizing the appointment of Josef 
Terboven as Governor of occupied 
areas in-Norway disclosed the shift 
in Germany's position. 

Hitler’s decree invoked authority 
of the German police in Norway, a 
proviso opening the way for Hein- 
rich Himmler’s secret police, which

Air Limitations. 

The Reich cannot possibly trans- 
port by air all the men and mate- 
rial it needs for large-scale opera- 
tions in Norway. Most troops and 
supplies, therefore, must now be 
shipped by sea through the Skager- 
rak and the Kattegat and then over 
the Norwegian roads and railroads. 

But both the first stage of com- 
munications, by sea through the 
Skagerrak and the Kattegat, and 
the later stage, via road and rail- 
road in Norway itself, are unsafe 
for the transport of large numbers 
of men and large masses of mate- 
rial. 

Harbor and shipping space are, 
alike, inconveniently small for the 
first stage. The German navy, fur- 
thermore, is so badly crippled as a 
result of the hostilities of the last 
few weeks that it can scarcely be 
expected to provide ideal protec- 
tion to heavy shipping in these wa- 
ters.

cated; if Sweden enters the war 
on Germany’s side, on the other 
hand, then the supplies of iron ore 
will be seriously endangered; and, 
of course, if Sweden enters the war 
on the side of the Allies the Reich 
will both be unable to use Swedish 
communications and to be cut off 
from the iron ore, too. 

Allies’ Position. 

The Allies’ position, on the other 
hand, is simpler. They cannot use 
Swedish communications even if 
they wanted to do so. And they can 
get along without the Swedish iron 
ore and other supplies more easily 
than Germany can. To win on the 
issue of iron ore Germany must 
keep the mines operating and the 
ore moving to the Reich, but the 
Allies can win by merely putting 
the mines out of action or by cut- 
ting off the transportation of the 
ore, both obviously easier.

PROVOCATION’ IN 
YUGOSLAVIAN CITY 


Articles Telling of Sup- 
posed Anti-Axis Action 
Like Those Preceding 
Ethiopian Invasion.

ROME, April 27.—Agitation in 
Yugoslavia for the restoration of 
territories now held by Italy and 
Germany and prompt protests by 
the axis Consuls are reported in 
the Italian newspapers today. The 
articles are as restrained and seem- 
ingly innocuous as those which 
first reported the Walwal incident 
which later grew into the Ethiopian 


war. 


The incident is alleged to have 
taken place in Lubiana, a provin- 
cial city in the Croatian region of 
Yugoslavia, where a company of 
“The Comedie Francaise” was on 
tour. Handbills of a provocative 
nature were addressed, “To 
Frenchmen,” and circulated in the 
theater. 

After calling on the French to 
protect small people against Fas- 
cism and Communism, the hand- 
bills, according to the Italian news- 
papers, declared the solidarity of 
the Croatians with the Allies and 
then posed a demand remarkable 
indeed for a people as unaggres- 
sive as the beer-drinking Croatians. 

“We want the restitution,” the 
handbills are supposed to have 
said, “of Trieste, the coast of Is- 
tria and Carinthia.” 

Trieste and the Istrian coast be- 
longed formerly to Austria, but 
passed into the hands of the victo- 
rious Italians at the end of the 
World War. Carinthia is the part 
of Austria annexed by the Nazis 
in the anschluss. These areas are 
contiguous to the Croatian region 
of Yugoslavia and, though all the 
people there are of Germanic ad- 
mixtures, they have scarcely felt 
themselves to have been the same 
people and, indeed, were not closely 
knit together even when the Haps- 
burgs ruled them as component 
parts of the polyglot Austro-Hun- 
garian empire.

Texts of Hitler Proclamation 


And Norway Governor’s Decree 


BERLIN, April 27 (A.P..) 


The text of Reichfuehrer Hitler’s decree declaring a state of war in 


Norway follows: : 

The Nysgaardsvold Govern- 
ment, through its proclamation 
and its conduct, as well as mili- 
tary activity carried on by its 
orders, created a state of war 
between Norway and the Ger- 
man Reich. 


In order to safeguard public 
law and order in Norwegian re- 
gions under protection of Ger- 
man troops, I herewith decree: 

1. Occupied Norwegian re- 
gions are subordinated to the 
Reich’s Commissar. His head- 
quarters is Oslo. 

The Reich’s Commissar is the 
guardian of the Reich’s interests 
and exercises supreme govern- 
ment authority within the civil 
realm, 

2. The Reich’s Commissar may 
invoke the assistance of the 
Norwegian Administrate Com- 
mittee and Norwegian civil au- 
thorities for carrying out his or- 
ders and administering affairs. 

3. Section One—The existing 
law remains in force insofar as 
it is compatible wich the occu- 
pation. Section Two—Decrees 
will be made public in the 
official gazette for occupied 
Norwegian areas. 


4. The Commander of Ger- 
man troops in Norway exercises 
severeign military rights. His 
demands are given effect with- 
in the civil realm solely by the 
commissar.

5. For execution of his or- 
ders the Reich’s Commissar 
may invoke the aid of German 
police organizations.

By order of the Sabine I, 
as Reich’s ‘Commissioner, have 
assumed full authority in the 
civil sphere for the duration of 
occupation of Norwegian terri- 
tory. 

I regard my main task as the 
maintenance of peace, security 
and order, guarantee or orderly 
economic and cultural life of 
the population, as well as the 
establishment of all conditions 
for military needs which prove 
necessary in the land in which, 
regrettably, there still is fight- 
ing, counter to the will of the 
German Government.

When the Missouri-Pacific’s crack 
streamline train, the Eagle, backs 
into Union Station tomorrow even- 
ing at the end of its trip from Kan- 
gas City, baldish, jovial Bart C. 
O’Rourke will have completed his 
last run and will retire after 58 
years of service. 


O’Rourke, who is more intimate- 
ly known as Barney to hundreds of 


his regular passengers and fellow 
trainmen, has done a lot of rail- 
roading since he started to work 
for the Missouri Pacific as a mées- 
genger boy in 1882, when he was 
10 years old. 

The oldest employe with the road 
in point of service, O’Rourke told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter his retire- 
ment was being forced on him by 
poor health, but now that he has 
to leave the job he expects to take 
the postman’s holiday: 

“I plan to go to New York— 
travel to a lot of places and sce 
things, now that I’ve got to quit.” 

In looking back over his years 
with the railroad, O’Rourke said 
his work had been “real fun. But 
best of all,” he added, “was meeting 
up with people.” 

With never a quibble, he has gone 
about his job of making passengers 
happy while he was skipper of the 
train with the same enthusiasm 
that he performed his regular du- 
ties as conductor. 

Tells of His Experiences. 

A conductor, he said, is likely to 
be called upon to do most anything 
for his passengers. For instance, 
there was the time O’Rourke had 
his hands full in racing the stork 
to the next station. 

“We were on a run to Kansas 
City,” he related, “when I learned 
one of the women passengers soon 
Was expecting her baby. I wired 
ahead to Warrensburg to have an 
ambulance at the station and then 
went in and tried to comfort her 
until we got there. I didn’t think 
we would make it, but we did. The 
porter and I had just carried her 
to the ambulance when the stork 
arrived.” 

His biggest public relations prob- 
lem came from women who lost 
their tickets, he said. When they 
did, O’Rourke merely gave them 
a reassuring smile, gently whis- 
pered, “Don’t worry, lady, you'll 
find it,” and then left. He said 
that if he had stood around wait- 
ing for them to fumble through 
their things, they would never have 
found their tickets and probably 
would have collapsed from ner- 
vousness. 

His first job as messenger boy 
was in the office of Abraham 
Gould, who was purchasing agent 
and a brother of the famous New 
York financier, Jay Gould, then 
president of the Missouri Pacific. 
At the age of 19, O’Rourke became 
a brakeman on the Kirkwood ac- 
commodation train and later 
worked as brakeman on freight 
trains. 

Hoisted Off Car by Crane. 

His most. unusual accident oc- 
curred when he was working on 
a freight train. Climbing down a 
side of a car as the train was 
moving his clothing caught on an 
automatic mail pouch crane and 
he was pulled from the car. The 
train went on and he was left 
dangling in the air. He was missed 
later and a pusher engine was 
sent back to find him. The crew 
found him a half hour later still 
dangling from the mail crane, with 
two of his ribs fractured. 

Since 1918, he has been conductor 
on trains between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. He was well known 
by Governors and other Missouri 
officials who traveled on his trains 
to Jefferson City. He resides with 
his wife at 5455 Delmar boulevard.

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point of her career, as she tells it, there has 
intervened, against her strongest will, the 
guidance of luck or destiny—usually in the 
form of the knowing hand of Frank Hague, 
boss and perpetual Mayor of Jersey City. 


During the virulent fight over the Wage- 
Hour Bill, she enjoyed the distinction of 
challenging and defeating the well-nigh om- 
nipotent Rules Committee of the House. She 
is less proud of that exploit than of her art 
at the kitchen range. Eyes glisten and 
mouths water as guests at her housekeeping 
suite in the Kennedy-Warren Apartments 
savor the memory of her potato pancakes 
and chicken en casserole. When she was 
first elected to Congress in 1924, her hus- 
band, now dead, remarked: “I’m not sure 
whether Mary will set the Potomac on fire as 
a statesman.

Unlike many members of Senate and 
House, Mrs. Norton was born, bred and lived 
most of her life in the district she repre- 
sents.

After attending a Catholic pri- 
mary institution, she was graduated from 
high school. When she was 17 years old, her 
mother died, and she took a course at a busi- 
ness college. She worked as stenographer 
for various New York firms, and became sec- 
retary to the president of the Gold Car 
Heating Co.

From this post she resigned to marry Rob- 
ert Francis Norton, general manager of a 
he@vy cooperage firm in Jersey City. “I un- 
derstand,” she comments, “that girls today 
don’t feel as I did about quitting their jobs 
when they marry. I loved being a housewife, 
and still do.” It is her boast that during 28 
years she has had only three cooks, the first 
two of whom died in office. The explanation 
is that she herself knew all about skillets 
and ovens, and never asked the impossible. 

Her only child, Robert Francis Norton Jr., 
died in infancy, and doctors told her she 
could never again be a mother. This tragic 
event determined the course of her future 
life. She fell into such a crisis of de- 
spondency and bitterness that friends grew 
alarmed. They urged her to seek distrac- 
tion, and mentioned an enterprise then new 
in Jersey City, the Day Nursery Association, 
at which children were cared for while their 
mothers worked. Those who could afford it 
paid 10 cents a day. “They didn’t want to 
seem paupers,’’ Mrs. Norton remarks dryly. 
‘It was the difference between that age and 
this.” 

Against her prot2st, she was borne into 
or” of the meetings of the association, and 
on account of her business experience was 
promptly elected to an office which no one 
else would accept—that of recording secre- 
tary. In three years she was president, a 
post she held for 12 years. Under her regime 
the membership grew from 25 to 400 women, 
and the organization rose from penury to 
ownership of $75,000 worth of property, free 
of encumbrance. 

The 
association had one small house in uptown

Jersey City, and decided that a larger one 
was needed in the downtown industrial dis- 
trict.

With his own hand he wrote 
letters in her behalf to the presidents of the 
biggest manufacturing concerns. That night 
she returned home with $1800 cash in her 
handbag. The new house was purchased and 
paid for in two years.

Edwards suggested that she call on Frank 
Hague to see what the city could do to help 
the Day Nursery Association. It was her 
first encounter with the Mayor. He made no 
impression on her, save that he appeared 
kindly. As it was soon to prove, the boss 
evidently studied his visitor to some purpose. 
He suggested that she state her case before 
the City Commission, and thus, with fear and 
trembling, she came to make her first public 
speech.

“We're holding a mass meeting of Demo- 
cratic women next Tuesday night,” he began. 
“You are to preside.” Mrs. Norton exclaimed 
in dismay and horror. “What about this?” 
demanded the boss, unrolling a gaudy poster. 
It contained the legend, in huge letters: 
“Mrs. Robert Francis Norton, Presiding.” 

She fled indignantly to her brother, Dr. 
James J. Hopkins, who was principal of the 
Jersey City high school and was soon to be- 
come Superintendent of Schools. Dr. Hop- 
kins was merely amused. “It’s time you 
were getting another hobby,” he said. “Ev- 
eryone should have three.”

The premise of Duff Cooper, as com- 
mented on in the editorial, seems to me 
not so much a “hymn of hate” as a prac- 
tical way of looking at a tremendously 
dangerous fact. 

During the last World War, I consider 
I was duped, as was many another, into 
consistently divorcing the German people 
from their leaders, putting the blame on 
the latter and absolving the former. I 
do not now fall into that error. 

When a people is continuously led to 
believe, and does believe, that it is better 
than any other and that it is destined to 
rule the world, when a nation has repeat- 
edly waged wars of aggression without 
regard to the rights of anyone else, when 
one contemplates what has transpired in 
the world since Munich, then, it seems to 
me, there is no recourse but to dispose 
of that nation, if possible, in such a way 
that this cannot happen again. 

There are people in this country of 
the same mind as you to be sure. Some 
wouldn’t resent anything. 

In referring to Duff Cooper you said, 
“He performs a poor strategic service for 
his country.” Many do not think so, and 
I am one. 

To my notion, he has stated the truth. 
The sooner those who have not yet felt 
the iron heel of Nazi-ism realize this, the 
sooner conditions which threaten the de- 
struction of those things which people 
hold most dear, and which have already 
been destroyed in many countries, may be 
faced in a practical way.

The House Conference Committee on the agricultu- 
ral supply bill is making a highly commendable fight 
against. the Senate’s effort to add $347,000,000 to the 
already liberal fund voted by the lower chamber. 

Sufficient provision is made for farm subsidies in 
‘the $923.000,000 House appropriation. But the House 
conferees, we think, are failing to draw the vital 
‘distinction between subsidies and well justified lend- 
‘ing when they stand out against the Senate amend- 
‘ment appropriating $50,000,000 for loans under the 
|Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenancy Act. 
| It is quite true, as the House leaders say, that 


| $50,000,000 is only a fraction of the amount needed 


‘for a comprehensive tenant rehabilitation program. 
‘But it is sufficient to rescue perhaps 10,000 tenant 
‘families and give them an opportunity to become 
self-sustaining and independent. 

The tenant rehabilitation program, even on a lim- 
ited scale, is valuable as showing what can be done 
to halt the steady trend which has been transform- 
ing farm owners into renters and sharecroppers. In 
Missouri, a fairly typical farm State, Government sur- 
|veys show that the percentage of farm operators 
‘who were tenants rose from 34 to 39 per cent be- 
| tween 1920 and 1935. In Lincoln, the’: home county 
‘of Clarence Cannon, chairman of the House Confer- 
ence Committee, tenancy increased in this period 
from 26 to 31 per cent. 

The tendency of the farm-subsidy system to pro- 
mote the mechanization of farming and the displace- 
ment of tenants greatly emphasizes the need for 
the Government to pay more attention to the welfare 
of the landless farm population. The Farm Security 
‘Administration reports that it was unable to find 
‘tenant situations in 1940 for 1600 Missouri families. 
| That farm loans for tenants are sound financially 
as well as socially is demonstrated by the success 
‘which the FSA has had in the $70,000,000 which it has 
i been allowed hitherto to lend for farm tenant pur- 
' chases. There is a delinquency of less than 4 per 
‘cent on all installments due, and most of this is 
| expected to be recovered. To offset this delinquency, 
'so many of the borrowers are ahead on their pay- 
ments that 165 per cent of the installments due to 
date has been repaid. 

| Since 1933, the Federal Government has paid out 
‘more than eight billion dollars in farm subsidies, 
‘the great bulk of it going. to the land owners. 
Among disinterested observers, it is agreed that 
‘the AAA program in the net has helped the land 
| owners at the expense of tenant farmers and share- 


‘supplement the $70,000,000 which already has been 
‘lent for farm purchases would seem to be a min- 
‘imum step toward balancing the Government aid for 
‘land owners and tenants. 

| In his authoritative. book, “Revolution in Land,” 
| Charles Abrams points out that the Government sirice 
1933 has expended on farm subsidies enough money 
to buy half the farms tilled by tenants and share- 
_croppers for others. 

| Mr. Abrams states, in effect, that if the Govern- 
ment would direct its huge agricultural expendi- 
'tures more toward the rehabilitation of tenants and 
sharecroppers and less toward politically inspired 
subsidies for those who happen to be the present 
‘owners of the land, a great deal more would be ac- 
complished toward insuring a solid and self-respect- 


ing farm population.

LANDON TELLS THEM. 

Alf Landon was in top form at Topeka the other 
night. Talking to officers and directors of the Santa 
Fe Railway, who were in the Kansas capital for 
their annual stockholders’ meeting, he told them it 
was “the crooked banking houses that looted the 
railroads,” and it was those crooked bankers, he said, 
who were “the real authors of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission.” 

What Landon said has often been said before, but 
this is the first time, possibly, that it was delivered in 
such plain, blunt words to an audience of high rail- 
road officials. It was “Kansas language” under at- 
tentive circumstances. 

But etiquette wasn’t ruffled. For the speaker said 
that the Santa Fe is one of the railroads the bankers 
did not plunder. That railroad has been operated 
by railroad men as a transportation enterprise. It 
was operated from its head offices, not from Wall 
Street. Its record was not punctuated by recurring 
receiverships. Its record, that of a capably managed, 
successful business, is the career of its great presi- 
dent. “Ripley of the Santa Fe” is an epic, still await- 
ing the biographical skill of William Allen White. 

And Landon is not the first to fix the authorship 
of the Securities and Exchange Commission. As far 
back as 1905, the then Boston lawyer, Louis Brandeis, 
was writing that “the greatest factors making for 
Communism, Socialism or anarchy among a free peo- 
ple are the excesses of the rich.” A committee of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, in that same year, heard 
Brandeis plead: “There is only one safe course... 
for us who want property rights protected and pre- 
served; and that course is neither to seek nor to 
grant special privileges. Let us all stand equal before 
the law, and let the Iaw be so just, so reasonable, 
so carefully drawn, that it protects alike the rights 
of all.” : 

That was good. sound democratic gospel then, from 
the lips of a prophet, and it is good, sound democratic 
gospel today, from the lips of a truth-telling Kansan.

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THE LOST GENERATION. 

In these days when inadequately armed British 
landing forces are being cut to shreds in the Norwe- 
gian snow and mud by Nazi fliers, when statesmen in 
all the dirty gray buildings from the Admiralty Arch 
‘to the Houses of Parliament are fumbling with 
budgets, declarations of policy and plans for the pros- 
ecution of the war, there is more than a poet’s fancy 
in the phrase, “the lost generation.” 

Perhaps England is only beginning to pay part of 
the terrible price of victory in the last war. * In that 
sunny August of 1914, the young men of her great 
universities, the pupils of her public schools—and 
board schools, too—in a great upsurge of patriotic en- 
thusiasm rushed from their vacations to the recruit- 
ing stations, and were off to the trenches of France 
and Belgium. 

In those first months of the war, thousands upon 
| thousands of them died on Flanders fields. Some came 
‘through four years of front-line fighting, wounded 


_and shell-shocked. Few escaped unscathed. It was not 
long before Britain realized that in sacrificing these 
_boys she had lost her best officer material, but now 
it becomes apparent that she lost much more. 

She lost the leaders who should have guided her 
through the last troubled decade, the men who should 
now be at the helm. Today many of her high civil 
and military officials are old men. They may be wise 
/men, but they have lost much of the daring, the bold-

It is one of the cardinal tenets of journalism that 
|statements made off-the-record to reporters or editors, 
whether by Presidents or by ditch-diggers, be with- 
held from publication. This cardinal tenet has been 
violated by Messrs. Pearson and Allen, whose keyhole 
technique in obtaining and retailing an occurrence at 
a private meeting is a reflection upon journalistic 
honor.

Leaders of the Cherokees’

HREE trunks found some years ago jg 

an Oklahoma farmhouse near the home 
of Brigadier-General Stand Watie, Cherokes 
Indian leader and brilliant soldier of the 
Confederacy, yielded hundreds of letters of 
the Ridge-Watie-Boudinot family, potent j, 
Cherokee affairs. The correspondence bg, 
gan in 1832, when Georgia was waging legal 
battle to oust the tribe from the State, ang 
ended soon after the death of Stand Wati, 
in Oklahoma in 1871. The letters have now 
been chronologicaly arranged, introd 
and edited by Edward Everett Dale and 
Gaston Litton in “Cherokee 
(University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, 
Ok.). 

Since long before the Revolution, the 
crowding whites had been whittling aw, 
at the Southern homelands of the Cherokea 
In 1817, about a third of the tribe gaye 


moved west of the Mississippi. The rest of 
the tribe demurred. By this time, the qy. 
rable Cherokees, with their independent cop. 
stitutional Republic, written native lap. 
guage, newspaper, fat plantations, many 
slaves and well-educated, articulate leaders, 
had become the most advanced of all the 
Indian tribes.

In 1835, the progressive Ridge-Watie-Boy. 
dinot minority party, heeding the clamop 
and surge of the impatient whites, reali 
the precarious position of the Souther 
Cherokees, defied the John Ross majority 
party and signed the treaty of New Echota 
Ga., under which the entire tribe was tg 
move across the Mississippi. This treaty 
and the forcible removal in 1838 split th 
tribe into two hostile factions. 

More than 30 years of misunderstandin 
and tragedy ensued, followed by the dar 
lean 4vears of the Civil War, years durin 
which these letters of Stand Watie, soldie 
and statesman, Elias Cornelius Boudino 
lawyer, John Rollin Ridge, poet and journ 
ist, William P. Adair and others were wri 
ten by men devoted to their people.

In this, the loss at least was confined to 
a smaller circle, by launching four weak 
battalions of New Zealanders, in daylight, 
against a position held by nine Turkish bat- 
talions. Then Hamilton, finding that three 
brigades were still in reserve, himself in- 
tervened.

In the matter of receipts and bud- 
get St. Louis is also in a favorable 
position. Receipts at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field last year totaled $37,- 
000, against $39,804 required for op- 
erating expenses. Only two of the 
23 airports showed a profit through 
operation. San Antonio, Tex., re- 
ported $75,000 in receipts, a profit 
of $50,000. Salt Lake City, with 
receipts of $37,000, showed a profit 
of $3000.

Everywhere we hear talk of 
striped motifs, and you'll see plenty 
of them, too, when you go shopping 
for your cottons. However, there 
are equally as many plaid patterns 
as striped ones, and the checked 
vogue which was pronounced in 
early spring woolens is carried into 
the cotton field for summer.

Some of 
the old warriors like Dr. Van Fleet, 
the Lovetts and the Ramblers, will 
soon be sending up such strong new 
canes that we shall be put to it to 
get our arbors painted before they

These may even give a scattered 
bloom by the end of the season.

But 
whatever the “gain rider,” the en- 
gineer who handles the pickup and 
amplification of her voice where 
she speaks, enjoys in peace of mind, 
those who arrange for the pickups 
as she travels around the country 
will have many complex problems 
to solve.

Roosevelt began broadcasting in 
1931, for throughout the nine years 
since she has studied speaking ser- 
iously under a New York expert.

undergoing trials.» Four ships of the same power and speed 
were being built by the axis powers for completion this year— 
Germany's Bismarck and Von Tirpitz, and Italy's Littorio and 
Vittorio Veneto—so the announcement meant that England 
probably had won a race to get battleships of this type into 
service. It meant that Germany's two new ships will be 
outnumbered at the start. It served as a warning to Mussolini 
that the Allies will be prepared to handle his new ships, too, 
especially as France's Richelieu of the same type is expected 
to be ready this year. And it placed a new light on the Far 
East situation. For, if Italy stayed out of the war, it probably 
would release five battleships for operations from the 
Singapore base to oppose .any southward thrust by the 
Japanese to the East Indies.

NE of the largest field trials for retrievers in this country 

was held last week end at Peruque, Missouri, near St. 

Charles on the Mississippi River. Owners and trainers 
from St. Louis, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, New York and 
other centers of dog training entered more than 70 dogs in the 
three stakes run by the Mississippi Valley Kennel Club under 
the supervision of the Missouri Conservation Commission. 

Five types of retrieving dogs—Chesapeake, yellow and 
black Labradors, golden retriever and the Irish water spaniel— 
performed for two days in retrieving tests on land and water to 
demonstrate their obedience to command and ability to search 
out fallen birds. The field trials were held not only to encourage 
the breeding of pure-bred dogs but also to promote the use of 
dogs in hunting. 

Figures by conservation men show that a hunter without a 
dog loses between 25 and 30 per cent of the birds he shoots. This 
is due to losing birds that are crippled and find hiding places, or

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_ NEWEST TYPE AMERICAN WARPLANES 


RELEASED TO ALLIES 


HE recent decision of the War Department to release 
T seven late type American warplanes for export has 
spurred Allied plane purchases in this country. In the 
14 months up to March 1, 1600 warplanes had been shipped 
to France, England and Canada, and production was being 
rushed on orders for 2700 more. New Allied orders in the 
two weeks were placed for 1500 -planes costing 
$120,000,000 (the first contracts placed were for Curtiss 
fighters and Douglas bombers) and orders for 3100 more 
are expected shortly. 

Three late model army and one navy fast single-seat 
fighting planes which have been released and are being 
or may be manufactured for the Allies are shown here. 
Exact speeds are a military secret, although claims for 400 
miles an hour or more have been made for three of these 
ships; but it is believed that all four are faster, anyway, 
than the famous German Messerschmitt 109, which did 469 
miles per hour “stripped down” and “souped up,” but is 
said to have done no better than 333 to 360 miles per hour 
in actual combat. 

The fact that the Government released these planes 
meant it had better models being designed, tested, or ready 
to go into production. For instance, Curtiss is said to be 
building a P-46, six model- numbers later than the latest 
plane approved for export. Two of these planes shown 
here, the P-38 and P-39, were being flown in army tests a 
year ago.

Incessant winter rains flooded the lake and the 
streams around their cabin and cut them off from a 
town, 40 miles away through the wilderness. 


recorded by James Ryckman and A. Lloyd Coombs, 
Vancouver prospectors and trappers, in a diary found 
in a cabin with the bodies of the two men in the wilds of 
Vancouver Island April 2. 
They were taken to the cabin, which is on a lake in the 
wilderness 40 miles east of the town of Zeballos, by a 
seaplane last July 30. They had ample supplies for several 
months, and intended to tramp to one of the towns on the 
island after they finished their trapping and prospecting. 
But heavy winter rains swelled the little mountain 
streams into brown floodwaters and they were cut off in a 
patch of land around their cabin. 
The first hint of serious trouble in the diary, which 
Coombs started November 23, appeared on December 15, 
with a notation that the last mess. of beans had been 
cooked and the rice was finished several days before. Only 
| one meal of porridge was left, with a few prunes and a little 
. flour. Ryckman managed to catch six trout that afternoon

On January 29 they had just one squirrel each to. eat 
all day, so they took fish heads and tails that had been 
lying in their garbage dump for five days, and boiled and 
ate them. Coombs wrote that they tasted good, too, which 
gave an idea of what hunger had done to them. 

By February 16, Coombs was too weak to leave the 
cabin, and Ryckman carried on alone in the never-ceasing 
search for food. From then on is recorded the heroism of 
the 58-year-old Ryckman in caring for his 27-year-old 
partner, even after the older man’s legs were swollen 
to twice their usual size by lack of nourishment and 
overexertion. 

A few days later, they were removing hair from coon 
skins they had taken so they could boil the skins for food. 
Ryckman cuught some wild canaries and they boiled them 
to make a half cup of broth each, although Coombs declared 
it went against their natures to eat the songbirds. 

Then, as the days dragged on, Coo wrote. that his 
legs were giving out, and complained bitterly that praying 
didn't do any good. On February 28, he became too ill to 
continue writing, and Ryckman took up the chronicle, Keates
